W ashington. Dec. 24.—Nothing n°w 
has developed here relating to the Ven­ 
ezuela situation. 
No response has 
been received to the president's orig­ 
inal suggestion to the powers that they 
consent to the reference of the Vene­ 
zuelan controversy to the arbitration 
of The Hague tribunal, and no formal 
request has been received by the pres­ 
ident to act as arbitrator of the diffi­ 
culty. 
That such a request will be 
received formally and officially is now 
particularly assured. 
It is known that 
the president and ail of the members 
of his cabinet at first preferred that 
the whole vexatious question should 
be referred to The Hague tribunal. 
It 
is 
understood 
that 
the 
president's 
plan, if h*j determ ines to arbitrate, 
contem plates 
the appointment of a 
board of arbitration. 
He would not 
confide this Important undertaking to 
any one man. nor does he feel able 
himsu lf to spare the vast amount of 
tim e necessary for an exam ination In 
detail of ea< h of the many claim s that 
would be precented against Venezuela. 
N ecessarily the president's own board 
would include som e members of a high 
order of legal talent, as v. ell as others 
thoroughly versed In the practice of 
international law. 
It is known now that som e members 
of the cabinet are opposed to referring 
the matter to The Hague tribunal for 
these reasor a: 
In the first place they 
have no desire to submit the Monroe 
doctrine to the arbitram ent of any 
non-American tribunal, not even ex­ 
cepting the august and em inently fair 
tribunal of The Hague, 
They very 
much prefer that lf this doctrine is to 
be the subject of arbitration if it is 
to be even brought in incidentally, 
that American influences shall pass 
on IL 
Not that the fairness of The 
Hague arbitrators Is impeached, but 
as most of them represent European 
and monarchical interests, it is real­ 
ised that their training may be regard­ 
ed as unsym pathetic » here they are 
required to deal with such an essen­ 
tially American subject as the Monroe 
doctrine. 
It is true that on its face 
the arbitration proposal contains noth­ 
ing that indicates that this doctrine is 
to be attacked, but so complex and nu­ 
merous are the questions which will 
com e before the arbitrator that It is 
appreh* nded here that the famous doc­ 
trine scarcely can be kept from consid­ 
ers! Ion. 
Another reason that ap imates these 
cabinet 
officers 
in 
this 
inclination 
toward acceptance is their conviction 
that an inordinate legth of time would 
be consumed if the issue is taken be­ 
fore The Hague tribunal. 
The ma­ 
chinery is sufficient, but ponderous 
and difficult to put In motion. 
First 
there must be arranged a basis of ar­ 
bitration, then arbitrators must be se 
looted by the parties to the case and 
these in turn must choose an umpire 
or umpires, and while all this is going! 
on the blockade would continue with 
its ever-present danger of active hos­ 
tilities and bloodshed that might ren­ 
der nugatory all attem pts at arbitra­ 
tion. 
On the other hand if the presi­ 
dent undertakes the settlem ent he canj 
get rid of all red tape and start the 
work of arbitration within a few days.

Petersburg, Ind., Dec. 24.—The ex 
perts who investigated the coal field 
here say there are 5,508,000,000 tons 
of coal in Pike county.

m iles, and their m easurem ents show 
16,000.000 tons of coal in a square 
mile. 
There are three veins, ranging 
in thickness from four to nine feet, 
and the average working veins are fif­ 
teen feet.

B ut t lie medical fraternity, ever on th e 
lookout for something new in tho way 
of professional nomenclature, elected 
some years back to call it phthisis, 
and then just when th a t u n se lla b le 
word begun to be known and recog­ 
nized they evolved yet another tuber­ 
culosis. 
And as with consumption so with 
most other complaints. 
A quarter of a 
century ago even eminent physicians 
w ere content to speak of smallpox, of 
typhoid fever, of lockjaw. Today they 
are called variola, enteric and tetanus 
respectively. 
A doctor when giving evidence before 
an ignorant east end jury the other 
day said th at the immediate cause of 
death w as “a violent and prolonged 
fit of combined epistaxis and stomator­ 
rhagia.” 
It would, one would think, 
have been far easier for him to have 
spoken of a bleeding a t tho nose and 
mouth, aud he would ut all events have 
had the satisfaction of making himself 
understood. 
Most people now living can remem­ 
ber the time when bacterin were known 
generically as animalculae—a not very 
strictly scientific definition, perhaps, ] 
but one easily understandable, and con­ 
veying, moreover, a distinct idea to 
any one of ordinary education and in­ 
telligence. 
For th a t very reason, doubtless, the 
title in question was voted out of date 
and old fashioned and the word “bacil­ 
li” was substituted. 
Xii is means, liter­ 
ally, “little sticks,” certainly a most 
novel definition, but one th at scarcely 
strikes the average lay mind as being 
either lucid or suitable. 
Nevertheless, 
it w as accepted, and at last became 
familiar to the man in the street. 
T hat of .course .could not be tolerat­ 
ed. 
Imagine a bacteriologist using a 
word which conveyed any meaning to 
anybody outside his own charmed cir­ 
cle! 
Tile idea is both degrading and 
preposterous; so he set to work forth­ 
with and Invented a whole host of ter­ 
rific verbal aliases. 
Ile called them for example, schiz- 
omycetes, ueurotnuskelzcllen. niegacoc- 
cl and polymorphonuclear leucocytes, 
as well as half a hundred other things; 
while for the chemical substances in­ 
cidental to the science he invented such 
delightful terms as “ tetrahydropara* 
methyloxyquiuoline” and "tetrnmethyl- 
diamido-iriphenyl-carbinol-o Xii late.” 
The craze, too, is getting commoner 
among other than scientists. 
Take the 
word “reeking.’’ for instance, and ask 
your friends w hat they understand by 
It. 
“Reeking?” one will say. 
“Why, 
reeking means dripping with moisture, 
soaked with wet.” 
You will derive 
some amusement 
from 
his 
surprise 
when you tell him that reeking means 
“smoking, steaming,” 
A chimney can 
reek. 
W hen a horse reeks with mois­ 
ture, It is because its Ila ilks smoke and 
steam. 
The change from the real meaning to j 
th a t given it in popular, present day 
phraseology can easily be truced. Any­ 
thing very wet will reek 
in frosty 
w eather; so the wetness has been as­ 
sumed to be the real characteristic of 
reek. 
Then there is “lurid.” which nine 
people out of ten use in an entirely 
wrong sense. 
Ask a man w hat color 
lurid is. and lie may answ er correctly, 
but the chances are that he will say, 
“ Red flame, orange or bright yellow.” 
Of course, lurid means smoky or dull 
color. 
London fog is lurid. Thick, su f­ 
focating smoke is lurid.

Lurid and livid are almost synony­ 
mous. 
Lurid flames are flames choked 
and hidden by smoke. 
A I m id sunset 
Is not a brilliant one, but one dull uud 
gray and cheerless. 
Of course, the use of verbal aliases 
is not an absolutely new departure.

Is only that we of this generation in 
our wild strivings after novelty have 
so enormously increased and multiplied 
them.

H O rT nineteen hundred mid 
tw o years ago. in tile reign 
of Civ sa r Augustus, the lit- 
tip town of Bethlehem, six 
miles south of Jerusalem, 
was crowded with visitors at at>oiU 
this time of the year, nil coming to be 
taxe<I In their uative country. 
In a 
cave, 
below 
the 
principal 
inn 
or 
khan of the town, where the oxen 
were usually kept, a gentle Jewish 
naid lieut lovingly over her Italic. 
A 
tgbt from heaven illumined the rude 
manger where Ile peacefully lay and 
shed a brilliant radiance over the scene. 
Several 
hundred 
years 
later 
the 
pious Empress Helena of Home visited 
Palestine and discovered this grotto in 
Bethlehem, 
which had W ived as a 
humble shelter for the Christ Child. 
She w as convinced that this we* the 
very place which had been hallowed 
by the nativity, and thereupon wished 
to mark the spot for all time. She had 
a magnificent church built over the 
site, »o th at Christians from generation 
to generation might 
worship 
there. 
The rem ains of that beautiful building 
are still to be Been In the city of Beth­ 
lehem. 
It is a strange fact that, though 
Bethlehem was preem inently a city 
belonging to the Jew s in the days of 
David and of Uutb, uot one Jew is to 


manger, 
w here 
it 
rem ains 
during 
Christm as week for devout worshipers 
to visit. 
Such is the ceremony held 
by the L atins on t brist? .a? “ vc. 
The Greek church in Palestine cele­ 
brates the festival of tile nativity one 


the Church of the Nativity In Bethle­ 
hem. aud, Sad to say, because of the 
frequent (juarrels bel ween til® different 
sects which meet within this church 
at a time of general rejoicing, Turkish 
soldiers, w ith draw n swords, are on 


the only rem ains of the church built 
by St. Helena, is owned by them all 
iu common. It has a long double line 
of Corinthian pillars, similar to those 
which are found in the M >sque of 
Omar on tis* site of the ancient temple 
in Jerusalem . The faded mosaic on the 
wall and the rough ceiling of beams 
from the cedars of Pe! rn non are the 
only treasures remaining in this edifice. 
which w as once blazing with gold and 
silver. 
This ancient building adjoins 
the oue now in use and is only divided 
from it by a small door. 
He re are the usual altars and images 
which are found iu the Latin church 
all over the orient, and in the Greek 
portion are the curious pictures which 
the Greeks revere in the place of 
linages. A spiral staircase of fourteen 
s te p s leads from this church dow n to 
the holy crypt, a grotto tw enty feet un­ 
der the great choir. 
This holy crypt forms the chapel of 
the manger and 
is a 
subterranean 
vault excavated out of the limestone 
rock of which the hill of Bethlehem 
is composed. 
On Its walls are old 
silken tapestries. Many of th e silver 
lamps hanging here were donations 
from kings, and are alw ays kept alight. 
This is the supposed site of the birth 
of our Lord. There is a bright star on 
the m arble floor, commemorating the

be fouad among its Inhabitants today, 
and the dwellers can in no w ay claim 
to be descended from that race, though 
Runic travelers think they B e e n resem­ 
blance In their appearance to the Jew ­ 
ish type. 
The town which saw the 
birth of Christ Is inhabited almost en­ 
tirely by Christians. They are a thrifty 
and industrious people and superior 
In every way to the other village dwell­ 
er* round about Jerusalem. 
Bethlehem is one of the oldest towns 
In Palestine. 
It has existed as a town 
tor over four thousand years. 
The 
houses are built of white limestone | 
aud have flat roofs, on which the peo- 
pie spend their sum mer evenings en-

tains. 
The streets are narrow aud ir­ 
regular, and might better be called 
lanes, for there is but one real street 
ta Bethlehem.

Christm as eve this square Is 
filled with people dressed in their gay­ 
est attire and adorned with all the 
finery In the way of necklaces, brace­ 
lets and coins they possess.

T he enormous collection of Joined 
buildings which the pilgrims are fac­ 
ing and which stands on the edge of 
the cliff extending along the ridge ot 
the hill from east to west ((insists of 
th e Church of the Nativity, surrounded 
by three convents, the Latin, the Greek | 
and the Armenian. 
T he Church of the Nativity is th« 
oldest in Christendom. 
It belongs t( 
these three sects, each of which bas a 
separate chapel within for its owl 
services. The large basilica, which it 


Above the altar twelve lam ps are 
hanging, to represent the tw elve apos­ 
tles. T hree steps more lead down to 
another chapel over the alleged stall in 
which, according to Latin tradition, 
the wooden monger w as discovered. 
On Christm as eve the pilgrims crowd 
around the church aw aiting th e hour 
of opening In order to get good seats 
to w itness the grand ceremony. Every 
man, w om an and child who can pos­ 
sibly come Is present. The nave being 
devoid of any seats, th e people sit or 
kneel on the marble floor, m aking a 
curious m ass of red fezes and w hite 
veils. In silent prayer they a w a lt the 
hour of tile service. 
Meanwhile the 
strains of the Te Ileum softly rise from 
the great organ. 
Presently a procession of bishops and 
archbishops, attired in their most gor­ 
geous robes, enters the church c h an t­ 
ing. They are followed by priests and 
monks and small boys dressed in scar­ 
let, w ho constitute the choir. 
The 
handsom est 
church 
decorations 
are 
kept for this yearly service. 
T he deep. well trained voices of the 
choir Join In singing beautiful anthem s, 
after which there Is a great, deal of 
chanting w ithout much variation. Sev­ 
eral tim es during the service the bish­ 
ops, one after another, ab sen t th em ­ 
selves to reappear in different attire, 
each of the robes being, if possible, 
more gorgeous than the last. 
At m idnight there is a sudden lull 
In the music and bells in the distance 
ring the midnight chime. 
Then, as by 
magic, a curtain is draw n aside and 
over the chancel gates a cradle a p ­ 
pears to the wondering gaze of the 
worshipers and within the cradle an 
; Image of the babe. T he Gloria in E x ­ 
cepts is sung and the bells continue to 
peal merrily, announcing to all B eth­ 
lehem th a t it is Christm as day. 
The 
"bam bino" or Image of th e babe is 
now’ lifted before the eyes of the w or­ 
shipers, who prostrate them selves on 
the ground in adoration. 
T he proces­ 
sion of bishops, priests and monks and 
the pilgrims descends tow ard the grot­ 
to of the manger chanting and waving 
Incense all around it. 
T he chapel 
being sn small only the officiating 
priests descend into the grotto and the 
pilgrims gather about the narrow arch­ 
way and steps descending into the 
manger. 
They now, with much pomp, 
amid Hie chanting of the priests and 
the w aving of the incense, lay the lit­ 
tle waxen image In th e chajwl of the
